He says he that knows “ of no statute of Pennsylvania which 
affects to divest the right of property of a citizen of North 
Carolina, acquired and asserted under the laws of that 
State, because he has found it needful or convenient to 
pass through the territory of Pennsylvania.” By this 
circumlocution the Judge means that he knows of no law 
in force in Pennsylvania which would deprive a slave¬ 
holder of his power to hold his slaves on her soil, after he 
had voluntarily brought them thither on hiB passage to 
another place. If this is not his meaning, his remark is 
irrelevant to his argument. Such a defence of his course 
is, certainly, made at an expense of his reputation for 
legal knowledge whioh .one would scarcely have expeoted 
in a lawyer and judge.. Yet, in the very next sentence, 
he incautiously permits the truth to appear that, after all, 
be has some idea of the existence of such a law, by ex¬ 
pressing his doubt of its validity, should it be shown. 

Perhaps Judge Kane is also ignorant of the fact that 
slaves carried into a free State, and taken back to a slave 
State by tbeir master, have sued for and obtained their 
freedom, before a Southern Court. 

Another point cannot escape the especial notice of the 
attentive reader. The Judge says that he waives “ the 
inquiry whether, for the purposes of this question, they 
(the ex-slaves) were in the territorial jurisdiction of 
Pennsylvania, While passing from one State to another, 
upon the navigable waters of the United States ”; but 
adds, that his first impressions, upon this point, are ad¬ 
verse to the argument. One might fairly infer from this 
clause that Judge Kane had not the slightest idea that 
these persons had ever set foot on Pennsylvania soil; 
notwithstanding Wheeler’s statement, before the Court, 
that they spent some hours at Bloodgood’s hotel, in Wal¬ 
nut street, and notwithstanding the fact, well known to 
the Judge, that their route from Washington to New 
York lay through the heart of the city of Philadelphia. 
Taken in connection with the stem disapproval which the 
Judge professes to feel towards the falsehood and evasion 
charged upon Mr. Williamson, this talk about “ passing 
from one State to another, over the navigable waters of 
Pennsylvania,” is contemptible. 

The whole decision would furnish a rich text for an 
able reviewer, and, doubtless, it will be thoroughly criti¬ 
cised, as it deserves. The reader may well be surprised 
to find that Judge Kane ventures to allude, in its close, 
to “ an infinitely higher tribunal,” or that be should 
admit such a subject to bis thoughts at a time when he is 
defying the holy principles of justice and right, and per¬ 
verting law, to shield wrong. m. a.

Philadelphia, August 8,1855. 

The original copy of the following letter of sympathy 
to Passmore Williamson, from the Society of Progressive 
Friends in Chester County, was placed in his hands in the 
Moyamensing Prison, to-day. If all the churches, of 
every denomination, in Pennsylvania, were as prompt to 
utter their voice iu favour of the right as the Progressive 
Friends, there would be a public opinion before whieh 
Judge Kane would quail and no looks or bars avail to 
keep Passmore Williamson in prison. And what is that 
church good for whieh, at a crisis like this, has no word 
of rebuke for tbe judicial oppressor and no heart to 
sympathize with his victim ? Is it not destitute of all 
savour of Christianity, and fit only tjjd^: cast out and 
trodden under foot of men ? 

“ The Monthly Meeting of the Religious Society of 
Progressive Friends, meeting at Longwood, Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, Eighth month 7tb, 1855, to Pass- 
moke Williamson, now incarcerated in jail by Judge 
Kane of the Supreme Court of the United States, for 
alleged contempt of Court: 

“ Dear Friend : We feel it a duty owing to our sense 
of justice, and as a testimony in favour of Liberty, Honesty 
and Truth, to address thee words of sympathy and con¬ 
solation in thy present position. Knowing how stealthily 
the spirit of slavery advances wherever opportunity offers, 
and having witnessed how men in office have in past times 
pandered to the Slave Power, hoping thereby to mount to 
wealth and influence, we are not surprised to hear of this 
present stretch of the assumed power of the law, by one 
of its highest officers. 

“ We believe, inasmuch as tbe woman Jane Johnson and 
her two children were free in every respect before God 
and man that thou cannot be said to have at any time 
possession of their bodies, and therefore thy response to 
the writ of habeas corpus was true. We believe the 
officers of justice are placed in power to carryout the 
spirit as well as the letter of the law. and, inasmuch as we 
conceive Judge Kane has neglected the spirit of the law 
and taken opportunity to bring a truth-loving citizen into 
confinement by an arbitrary and uncalled-for interpre¬ 
tation of the law. We desire to express our abhorrence of I 
the act, and to assure thee that tby conduct meets our 
warmest approbation. Hoping that no immediate apparent 
advantage will induce thee to waver ; in thy course, for 
we feel assured that the sentiment of justice existing in 
the community will sustain thee and give a lesson worthy 
of remembrance to those in high places who forget their 
duty to God by neglecting their duty to man, we sub¬ 
scribe ourselves affectionately, on behalf of the meeting,

The Norristown Olive Branch, of the 8th inst., after 
describing a visit to Mr. Williamson’s cell, and paying a 
proper tribute to his character, says: 

“ Even the slaveholders—the more noble specimens of 
them—cry shame upon the outrage. They say Wheeler 
recklessly threw away his property by bringing it to a 
free State, and he is not deserving of pity if be should 
lose it. Mr. Williamson has been visited by a Carolinian, 
himself a slaveholder, who severely denounced the course 
of Judge Kane. 

“ Mr. W., for the last week, has had the privilege of 
walking in the corridor, though the associations are not 
very pleasant in the large hall. Oaths and rude treat¬ 
ment of rude men to ruder women are not very pleasing 
to a refined mind. 

“ Mr. W. manifested no bitterness even for Judge Kane, 
blit calmly awaits the healthy throb of public sentiment. 
The false impressions which were at first made in reference 
to Mr. W. are being rapidly replaced by the stroug under¬ 
current of truth—a current wbich will soon swell into a 
flood, and if Kane is tardy in doing justice will sweep him 
from bis seat and drown him iu its depths. 

“ Noble men and women of Pennsylvania, it is for you 
to say how long an innocent man shall be imprisoned for 
a righteous act — under a pretence, too, which could 
imprison any one of you. If we will allow such acts of 
judicial despotism to go unrebuked, our language is: 
‘ Fellow-slaves, our chains are cast; the manacles are 
upon our wrists, the gyves upon our ancles.’ ”, 

The SpringfiM (Mass.) Republican says: 

« Passmore Williamson, who committed a contempt of 
Judge Kane’s Court, by telling the truth in it, is about 
35 years of age, and has a wife and two children. He is 
described by his friends as a man of integrity and courage 
—neither rash, selfish nor fanatical—and will show a 
firmness that will do credit to the best age of martyrdom. 
Tbis is the man whose term of imprisonment is only limited 
by the will of Judge Kane. The people have been getting 
The impression for some time past tbat our Courts need 
modernizing. A few such cases as tbis of Williamson 
WTTf induce the people to take the regulation of court 
etiquette and coart rules into their own control. An 
oligarchy of judges with absolute power over the per¬ 
sonal liberty of tbe citizen is not the most desirable form 
of despotism.” 

The Fayetteville (N. C.) Observer, in an article on the case 
of Mr. Wheeler and bis slaves, says: “ No man who 
carries his negroes into a Free State is deserving of any 
sympathy in his loss. He invites it, with an assurance 
that the invitation will be accepted.” 

THE REAL CRIMINAL IN PERIL. 

We copy the following from The Pennsylvanian of Mon¬ 
day. The groans of that paper are music in our ears. 
The editor is evidently in ill humour, which, considering 
the state of public opinion in Philadelphia, is no matter 
of wonder. 

“ Colonel John n. Wheeler left the city of Philadelphia 
on Saturday morning. He has been here since the 18th 
day of July, the day on which he was assaulted and 
robbed by Passmore Williamson, and twenty other ne¬ 
groes, wbo forced bis servants out of his possession on 
board tbe steamer Washington. He had scarcely left the 
city when a man named McKim, accompanied by an 
Abolitionist lawyer named Earle, and another negro, 
called Still, presented themselves at the office of Aider- 
man Hibbard, and made the following affidavit, which is 
copied as it stands upon the Alderman’s doeket. 

“ ‘The information ami complaint of William Still, wbo, being 


aforesaid, and witb an attempt to kidnap tbe said Jane Johnson 
against tbe aforesaid act of Assembly. 

“ ‘ Affirmed and subscribed before me tbi^llth day of August, 1856. 

“ ‘ WiLUBM Situ,. WILLIAM S. HIBBARD, Alderman. 

« ‘.Commonwealth vs. John H, Wheeler. Warrant issued—August 
11, I860.’ 

“ Upon this affidavit, a warrant was issued, directed to 
tbe Constable of the ward, authorizing the arrest of Mr. 
Wheeler. The constable being unwilling to serve tbe 


warrant, a willing instrument of the misguided amalga- 
mationists was found in the person of policeman Seed, a ; 
Know-Nothing and Abolition officer of Robert T. Conrad, 
our Know-Nothing and Abolition Mayor of Philadelphia. 
Why this warrant was not issued until it was generally 
known that Mr. Wheeler had left, in the pursuit of bis 
public duties, no one but some of the baud of lawless 
fanatics who infest and disgrace the city of Philadelphia, 
can tell. 

“ For our part, we regret that the warrant had not 
come sooner, and we also regret that Mr. Wheeler has left 
the State, and perhaps tbe country. If he has not left,, 
we trust he will permit himself to be arrested by these 
men, for we foresee much good is to result from such 
high-handed, illegal and unwarrantable proceedings. 

“ We presume it was for tbis object that tbe money we 
have heard so much about, was subscribed along Market 
street, by several merchants who do a large business with 
the South. If so, there are responsible parties to look to, 
and in addition to the claim wbich will shortly, we under¬ 
stand, be brought before tbe Circuit Court of the United 
States for the value of bis slaves, and damages for the 
outrage upon his person, Mr. Wheeler will have another 
actioD, cognizable in the same court, for conspiracy and 
malicious prosecution. 

“ This last resort of the negro mob to annoy an un¬ 
offending citizen, only shows the desperate lengths to 
which deluded monomaniacs will go for the accomplish¬ 
ment of their purposes.” 

Behold the Difference !—Rev. A. T. Foss, in his 
speech at the Abington celebration, illustrated the moral 
blindness and indifference of the Orthodox Church of New 
England to the sin of slavery, its hardness of heart in 
respeot to the woes and sufferings of the slaves, and its 
criminal complicity with the worst defenders of slavery, 
by a comparison, the force of which must be seen, felt and 
acknowledged by every candid and impartial mind. 
After asking if Dr. Lord (President of Dartmouth College) 
bad been turned out of office for his blasphemous affir¬ 
mation that slavery is a Divine institution, Mr. Foss said 
he recollected that, about twenty years ago, there was a 
Professor at Dartmouth College by the name of Hale, 
who was an Episcopalian, and the College was entirely 
under the oontrol of the Orthodox Congregationalists. 
This Mr. Hale considered it his right and privilege to 
maintain an Episcopalian prayer-meeting, and read from 
Episcopal books, and did so. But the authorities of the 
College went to work and abolished his chair, and so he 
had to leave ; and when he had gone, they reestablished 
the chair, and put a man of their own creed in it. Then, 
again, in the same College, at a later period, there was a 
Professor by the name of Crosby, who became a Uni- 
versalist, and he was disposed to use his influence, as he 
had a right to do, for the promotion of his peculiar 
religions opinions. The authorities did not stop to abolish 
his chair—they turned him out, square and flat. Now, 
Dr. Lord comes out and says Alniighty God is the author 
of slavery ; that He has shown his love for slavery both 
in natural and revealed religion; he has gone as far as 
man has ever gone, and uttered as foul blasphemies as 
ever came up from the seared heart of a fiend. Would 
the Presidential chair be abolished to get rid of him ? 
No: be would be sustained, for the men who had the 
control, the men of influence, were in the same category. 
He would remain there to influence the minds, as far as 
he could, of four hundred young men. It is not so great 
a. crime to defend slavery from the Bible as to be an 
Episcopalian or Universalist, in the estimation of Ortho¬ 
dox New Hampshire! 

Houses more Sacred than Men !—Rev. A. T. Foss, in 
his Abington speech, said he would read to his audience 
a precious morceau that had come under his notice, to 
show the estimate put upon humanity at the South—and 
at the North too, for the feeling was not very different at 
the South from that in the North. He then read the fol¬ 
lowing extract from Prentice’s Louisville Journal, in refer¬ 
ence to the reported sale, by James B. Clay, of his father’s 
house at Ashland, in order that the timbers might be 
made into walking-sticks and snuff-boxes—the proceeds 
to be distributed in charity: 

“ If Mr. Clay wished to be charitable, he should have 
used for that purpose some other portion of his legal pro¬ 
perty. He could have given his money, or he could have 
sold some of his land, or his cattle, or his crops, or his 
negroes (!!). But never, O! never, should lie have disposed 
of the lumber of that glorious old mansion ”(///). 

That, said Mr. Foss, was the religion, that the humanity 
of the South. The old lumber in Henry Clay’s house, the 
hemlock, the spruce, the pine, and the oak, is of more 
value than human beings! If he wanted to be charitable, 
let him tear away the babe shrieking from its mother’s 
bosom. If he wanted to be charitable, let him break the 
bond of marriage between tbe husband and wife, and sell 
them apart, never to meet again. If he wished to be 
charitable, let him take immortal men and women, and 
sell them for money, and devote tbat money to charity. 
But never, O! never, let him take the hemlock, the spruce, 
the pine and the oak of Henry Clay’s old mansion!—that 
wood is of more value than immortal man!! 

The North felt that the Constitution and the Church 
were very much like Henry Clay’s old building—that they 
were of more consequence than the immortal souls of our 
coloured brethren. They felt that it was better that tbe 
slaves should remain in bondage than the Union be dis¬ 
solved, or tbe Church broken in pieces. That the Consti¬ 
tution may be preserved in all its integrity, let the negro 
slave be ground to powder! 

The Boston Adas waxes fanatical with a rapidity which 
makes Boston Hunkerism turn pale with amazement. It 
even treats with irreverent contempt the awful threat of 
the Rev. Dr. Breckinridge that the slaveholder, in a cer¬ 
tain contingency, will cross Mason and Dixon’s line and 
give the rebellious North a taste of blood. Here is what 
it says: 

“ The letter of the Rev. R. J. Breckinridge, of Ken¬ 
tucky, to Hon. Charles Sumner is a really curious speci¬ 
men of that beligerent united with what mariners call 
“ the bloody politeful.” The Rev. gentleman is alter¬ 
nately attracted by Mr. Sumner’s talents and repelled by 
his treason; so that his epistle is a curious conglomeration 
of soap and sarcasm. But what is most important is the 
sort of anile Cassandra cry with which Mr. B. (having 
caught the military spirit of the age) predicts a bloody 
hand-to-hand fight between the North and the South. He 
warns us that unless we keep quiet, our peppery brethren 
will be after us with the very sharpest of sticks—will, in 
fact, invade the North and teach us prudence and good 
manners by cutting our throats. Mr. B. goes into details, 
and in an unspeakably irascible manner, plans the coming 
campaigns, pointing out that at tbe end of every one of 
them, the North will be left most disgracefully thrashed 
upon the field. Mr. B. is not prophetic to the extent of 
informing us who is to be the Ajax of this free fight; but 
the present military talent in the employ of the South is 
not of an order to frighten us entirely out of our cuticles. 
If Frank Pierce is to lead these rampant and devouring 
armies, it will be found necessary to tie him to his charger. 
Davie Atchison is vastly more given to making others 
fight than to fighting himself. Does Quattlebum survive ? 
But why these tremulous fears which the mention of that 
mighty name occasions ? Have we not Stebbins ? Yes, 
Mr . Breckinridge, we solemnly warn you that we will set 
Stebbins upon you without mercy! Be wise in time, and 
keep at home! ” 

Abolition of Capital Punishment. —We have to record 
another of the horrid effects of the mistaken philanthropy 
of our higher-law legislators. It is only a short time 
since a murderer was hnng at Janesville, Wisconsin, by 
an infuriated mob, who were resolved that the crime he 
had committed should not escape punishment. Another 
like instance occurred at West Bend, in the same State, 
day before yesterday—the monster Debar, whose slaughter 
of the Muehr family was noticed a short time ago, having 
been seized, after his conviction, by a mob, dreadfully 
mangled and afterwards hung by tbe heels until he was 
dead. These are fearful crimes ; but they are the natural 
result of unwise legislation. The law impressed by God 
upon the heart of man is, “ Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed,” and those who trans¬ 
gress it are responsible for the consequences of so doing. 
—Journal of Commerce. 

The men by whom the murderers above alluded to were 
brutally killed were, of course, of the number of those 
who, like the Journal of Commerce, are in favour of capital 
punishment; and that paper virtually approves of their 
conduct by telling them that they acted in obedience to 
a “ law impressed by God on the heart of man.” And yet the 
Journal of Commerce scoff's at the Higher Law when it is 
pleaded to justify resistance to the Fugitive Slave bill! 
It probably thinks that slavery and slave-catching, as 
well as the gallows, are in accordance with the “ law 
impressed by God on the heart of man,” and therefore 
that, while it is a deadly sin to resist the enforcement of 
the slave-catching enactment, it is only natural and proper 
to set at defiance the laws abolishing capital punishment 

A Coloured Graduate.—A mong the graduates at 
Dartmouth College, at the late commencement, was Mr. 
E. G. Draper, of Baltimore, who spoke well and was much 
applauded. In 1835—just twenty years ago—an Academy, 
within a few miles of the College, was broken up, and the 
academy building dragged from its foundations by a hun¬ 
dred yoke of oxen under the control of a pro-slavery mob, 
because the trustees had admitted one or two coloured 
scholars; now Dartmouth opens her doors to coloured 
students, giving them the place due to their talents and 
character. Who will say that a coloured College is needed, 
when onr most popular institutions of learning, one after 
another, are evincing a willingness to receive students 
without regard to complexional distinetions 1 


The Louisville Riots. —Having read the statements of 
both parties—Know-Nothings and Foreigners—in regard 
to the bloody riots at Louisville, we cannot resist the cor, 
viction that the responsibility therefor rests chiefly 
the Know-Nothings, whose scandalous and illegal effort 
to exclude naturalized voters from the polls exasperates 
the latter and led them, in the heat of their excitement 
and while under the influence of liquor, to commit varionj 
acts of violence, which the former, in their turn, revenges 
by burning the houses and destroying the lives of manv 
foreigners. The fact is undeniable that the polls We y 
surrounded, before and after they were opened, by fonJ 
dable bodies of the midnight Order, known to and com 
municating with each other by means of secret signs ot 
pass-words, who allowed voters wbo bad “ seen Sam ” t 0 
pass in, while they excluded those who could not give th 3 
required signals, bnt especially those whose garb or spe ec j 
proclaimed them of foreign birth. This game was playej 
so openly and undisguisedly as to lead to remonstrance, 
from many honest citizens, who were roughiy treated i a 
consequence. __ 

Is there no Remedt ?— People ask on every side if j t 
can be possible that the law affords no means whereby 
Passmore Williamson maybe delivered from the clutch 0 ( 
his judicial captor ? Since the refusal of Judge Lewis to 
grant a habeas corpus, the case has been generally suppose 
to be without legal remedy. In The Tribune of Monday 
however, Mr. Horace Dresser (formerly if not now a 
practicing lawyer of this city) makes an effort to show I 
that there is a remedy adequate to the case in the writ D, I 
Hcrnine Replegiando, which, he says, may be issued by , I 
State Court, and which carries with it the right of trial I 
by jury. We have not much confidence in Mr. Dresser’s I 
skill as an interpreter of the law, but the point he makes I 
is. certainly worthy of careful investigation, and we I 
presume it will not fail to command the attention of Mr. I 
Williamson’s counsel, who, if they see any proper ground I 
lor doing so, will be prompt in availing themselves of the I 
proposed remedy. 

Wendell Phuups’s Abington Speech, which will be I 
found on the first page, we commend—superfluously, per- I 
haps—to the attention of our readers. It sets in a cleat I 
light the philosophy of the Anti-Slavery enterprise, as a I 
movement founded in principle and not in worldly policy, I 
and demanding of those who would serve it fidelity to I 
truth and an unfaltering trust in the wisdom of God, who I 
neither desires nor tolerates any departure from the line I 
of strictest rectitude. 

—A call is in I 
circulation signed by forty or fifty of the most prominent I 
and respectable coloured citizens of the State for a Con- I 
vention, to be held at Troy, on Tuesday, Sept. 4. The I 
object of the meeting is to take steps for pressing upon I 
tbe Legislature the claims of the people of colour in this I 
State with a view to the removal of existing disabilities I 
and the securing of equal political rights. 

The New Bedford Mercury has the following impromptu 
on reading the decision of Judge Kane : 


Lawrence, K. T., July 22,1855. I 

Messrs. Editors : Perhaps you think me an intruder I 
in so soon sending you another communication ; but, as I 
I promised to send a more genial epistle than some of my E 
former ones, I will redeem that promise, and you can I 
commit the communication to the waste-drawer, or to I 
some column of your paper, precisely as you see fit. I 

There are so many funny things in this Territory that I 
I think I ought to give your readers some idea of them, I 
lest they should spoil the beauty of their eyes by shedding I 
too many tears over our dreadful condition. 

In tbe midst of all our privations and persecutions, I 
question whether you will find a merrier people anywhere j 
than we are. It is true that, like the British troops in j 
Flanders, we “ swear terribly,” bnt, at tbe same time, we 
crack many a joke, even with our horrible oaths. I know I 
not how it is, bnt everyone, after having been here awhile, I 
goes to swearing, almost inadvertently. There seems to 
be a volley of oaths floating in tbe atmosphere, and, after 
breathing it, we are obliged to roll out these oaths, or I 
swallow them and be choked to death. I can account for 
it in no other way than by supposing Dr. Hitchcock’s I 
theory to be true, which is, that every word we utter is 
impressed upon the atmosphere, and wafted by the winds I 
to the end of the earth. Well, old Legree, you know, 

“ swore terribly ” in Louisiana, and bis successors “ still 
live ” ; so that their horrid oaths are blown up here by the 
southern breezes nearly all the time, except when the east¬ 
ern winds blow Missiourian oaths over onr heads, until 
they reach the Rooky Mountains and then rebound upon 
ns. Our winds are mostly southern and western. 

But, seriously, this is the most ungodly country I ever 
was in. I came here a stanch Non-Resistant, but, whe¬ 
ther I will or not, I find that I swear very much like the 
rest of them, with this exception : they believe it to be 
wrong, but I have learned better, from the time I spent 
in the ministry, than to own tbat any practice that a good 
man is engaged in is wrong. I, therefore, like the noto¬ 
rious Dr. Adams, Dr. Clapp, &c., fly immediately to the 
Bible to justify my conduct. I have examined the Scrip¬ 
tures somewhat upon this point, and, I can assure yon, 
with astonishing results. I find that swearing, that is 
professed swearing, is “nowhere expressly forbidden,” 
either in tbe Scriptures of the Old or New Testaments, 
and in many cases is rather approved of; so that I have 
no doubt that swearing—that is, “ when stripped of its 
abuses ”—is a Bible institution. It is necessary when 
dealmg with such rough persons as we have here, just as 
slavery is necessary for so stupid a race as the blacks 
Tbe passage, “ Swear not at all,” is a hard one to get 
over, I freely own ; but then, if I was better acquainted 
with the manners and customs of tbe ancients, and under¬ 
stood the allusion of the Holy Spirit, I should have my 
doubts removed. I hear th at Dr. Adanm purposes coming 
out here, to see if he cannot, among onr well-dressed and 
happy citizens, find some excuse for swearing, so as to 
allay the feeling of the Boston clergymen in opposition 
to it. It ought to be done, if he expects them to swallow 
his pro-slavery pamphlet, for slavery cannot exist with¬ 
out profanity. I find that God “ swore by himself when 
he could swear by no greater,” and that he also “ swore 
in his wrath ” ; and we are told to “ be followers of God, 
as dear children.” Then, again, the mighty angel “ swore 
that time should be no longer ” ; and surely, if angels 
swear, we may. 

But swearing is not the only wrong done here. Every

Dr. R-, talks as coolly about killing men as an Indian 

would. To hear people talk, you would think that to kill 
was nothing more than to laugh. If a man cheat yon, 
the common saying is, “ D—n him, I’ll shoot him.” Said 
one of the first men here, the other day, to me, “ I had 

rather kill-than to eat my dinner.” Some weeks 

ago, a most frightful scene of savage life was witnessed 
here. The belligerent parties had assembled in a hall to 
discuss the condition of their City title. S. N. Wood, » 
sterling anti-slavery man, but a great fighter when neces¬ 
sary, had refused to deliver to certain persons a deed of 
part of the city, which, as one of the trustees, he held in 
his possession.
